WHAT OF THE CHILDREN? 


The most important feature in the Free 
State’s system of primary education (says the 
Journal of Education) is the deliberate policy 
of making the country bilingual.

SEARCH FOR HEIRS TO HER 

FORTUNE. 

Fresh clues in the search for claimants to 
the £70,000 fortune left by Miss Jones, the 
eccentric recluse, who died amid squalid 
surroundings in Manchester, came to light 
yesterday. They are contained in an en- 
velope, enclosing a score of crude drawings, 
which was’ discovered in a mass of papers, 
mostly receipt¢ for trivial sums, left by the 
dead woman.

THE FREE STATE RAILWAYS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim,—The satisfaction of the General 


Manager of the Great Southern Railways 
with the new Railways Bill is natural, It is 
human to regard what is convenient and 
profitable to one’s self as '' statesmanlike and 
impartial,’’ and there is no room for doubt 
that this bill will be profitable to the railway 
company; for it will enable the company to 
-escape all payment of compensation, (except, 
perhaps, in the case of a handful of dismissed 
employés and those mostly of high rank. 


he bill provides, in unmistakable terms, 


that if the dismissal of an employé is due to 


the extent of 99 per cent. to amalgamation, 
but to the extent of 1 per cent. to some 
‘economic cause,” then the company is under 
no liability to pay compensation. It may be 
possible in the case of a few vety high 
officials to prove that dismissal or resignation 
is due 100 per cent. to amalgamation; but 
in the case of the thousands of clerks, | porters, 
shunters, goods checkers, ‘‘loco’’ men, 
pegmanent-way men, ‘‘shop” men, etc., it 
would obviously be impossible even for Mr. 
Keogh himself, if he were acting as the men's 
advocate, to establish beyond question that 
the cause of dismissal was nothing but amal-, 
gamation, pure and simple. Mr. Keogh, with 
all the resources and information available to 
the company, will be setting out to prove the 
contrary, and, if he succeeds in showing that 
anything other than amalgamation contributed 
in the slightest degree to the dismissal, the 
company wins its case and the man is thrown 
on the scrap-heap without a penny. 
_ Can it be maintained that this was the 
intention of the Act of 1924, and that all the 
present bill seeks to do is to correct errors of 
drafting? It is absurd to suggest that the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, the 
Parliamentary draughtsman, the railway 
companies, the Labour Party, the Minister in 
charge of the bill, the railway trade unions, 
the railway shareholders’ organisation, all the 
members of the Ddil and all the members of 
the Seanad—everybody c8ncerned in. the 
matter—allowed a bill to be under considera- 
tion for over three months and to be passed 
in terms which said “ white’’ when what was 
meant was “black,” Indeed, consideration 
of this matter goes back beyond the introduc- 
tion of the Government's bill in April, 1924. 
The British Railways Act, on which the Free 
State Act is modelled, became law in August, 
1921. The Labour Party’s Transport and 
Communications Bill was _ introduced in 
November, 1923, and it also included a com- 
pensation schedule on the same general lines 
as the Free State Act. The Railways Bill 
itself was introduced on April 3rd, 1924, and 
did not become law until 23rd July, A very 
large number of amendments to the bill was 
moved, but at no stage was any amendment 
moved or suggestion made that the com- 
pensation provisions should be altered in any 
way even remotely resembling the! proposals 
of the new bill. The provisions of ithe exist- 
ing Act were enacted deliberately and with 
the most ample opportunities for \considera- 
tion. They recognised that compensation 
must be paid; they determined what the com- 
pensation should be, and they confetred rights 
accordingly. Those statutory rights the new 
bill proposes to sweep away. 
For whose benefit is this confiscation to be 
effécted? The State will gain nothing: it will 
lose by the existence of a large number of 
penniless discharged railwaymen. | The rail-

The Dail held that the sovereign power of the 
Oireachtas ought not to be used in that way 
to confiscate existing rights arising under 
statute. If the Dai does not adhere to that 
principle in respect of the new Railways Bill, 
there can never. be any certainty in the 
future. Civil servants, local authority em- 
pores, persons entitled to grants for building 
ouses, persons entitled to remission of rates, 
persons entitled to compensation; awards— 
everybody who has any rights or guarantees 
conferred by statute may expect to find those 
rights and guarantees swept away arbitrarily 
and without any consultation with them or 
consideration of their interests. The matter 
is, therefore, not merely a minor adjustment 
of certain provisions affecting railwaymen 
only. It is one going to the roots of public
